^  1927. 

.  \'\/\/    The  C.S.F.  is  a  state  scholarsl^.ip  organization.   In 
order  to  belong  to  this  society  perm.anently,  a  student  must  be 
a  member  for  six  successive  semesters,  and  one  of  these  must  be 
during  his  Senior  year.   After  he  has  attained  this  height  in 
scholarship,  he  receives  a  gold  lamp  of  learning,  and  he  has  a 
gold  seal  stam^ped  on  his  diploma.   Tbose  who  hold  this  record 
four  semesters  keep  their  novitiate  pins--a  sm.all  torch. 

The  requirements  for  membership  for  a  semester  are:   each 
person  must  have  ten  points r  two  of  these  may  be  given  for 
activities,  but  the  remaining  eight  must  be  given  for  scholar- 
ship.  A  grade  of  1  counts  three  points,  and  a  2  counts  one 
point.   Only  solids,  sub.iects  vhich  require  outside  stud7r,  are 
counted  for  points.
